Modern literature presents many phases of varied forms of in- 
vestigation, but none more interesting than the results of investiga- 
tion in rhe held of Mind. All the necessary distinctions hetween the 
Principle of Manas, —the Divine Mind, and the human mind, as 
well as the diversihed operations of the Principle of Manas as exem- 
plied in the instincts of animals, plants and all forms of crystaliza- 
tion, are seldom referred to save in philosophical works of a certain 
character not easily secured.

In any event they are 
the milestones winch mark the path of the development oft the soul 
and to relegate these to the domain of the physical body 1s to place 
them in a wrong category and into one which might prove d1sas- 
trous to many people. 

To one who has had the advantave of dream or vision in the 
hicher orders or degrees of |niver=<al Lite and who has, theretore, 
contacted forms of lhfe and of living far bevond anything poss1Þble 
of conception bv the lower mind. the idea of connecting them with 
anything hke gross matter, or the transitional phases of material 
life, 1s abhorrent to a marked degree. The time 1s not very far d1s- 
tant, as we count time, when a prepared humanity will be able to 
grasp these great Cosme Realities and take advantage ot the knowl- 
edge 50 gained :; but, as previously intimated, they must he inter- 
preted by svrmbolism and correspondence to the average mind s1ince 
they he out<1de the domain of gross matter. 

By using the word, pictures, in referrinv to the impress1ons made 
on either one of the betore mentioned Screens, we may convey an 
erroneous idea, vet it 18 difficult to convey a Incid 1dea of those 1m- 
pPress10ns In a few words. 

If you can imagine all the scenes of a moving picture drama 
rolled up into a compoxite picture and finally assxuming the form of 
a star or other symbolic hgure, and knew that all the scenes of that 
drama were the results of some one act or series of acts, you might 
gain some concept of the phenomena that spiritual sight would re- 
veal to the Seer. Yet this illustration is very incomplete for the 
afore mentioned symbol might not be apparent to any save the Ego 
of the actor in such a drama. It is all but imposstble to clothe a 
Spiritual reality in the words of any language. Such realities can 
only be grasped by the Intuition and even then, only in part, while 
the Intuition must express 1tself in common terms.
